CRIBBING AT LAKE MARG, 
RETHE FINISHED 


The cribbing along the shore 
of Lake Margrethe has been com- 
pleted and the crew is now grad- 
ing the. new fill, from the crib- 
bing up ¢o the Superintendent's 
dwelling.

Treatment of 
Snakebites 


J. G., who is in ee dh oneege of a 
summer camp for children, 
writes for emergency directions 
in the proper management of 
snake bites. A barefoot child of 
six stepped aside the road into 
the grass to allow a car to pass 
and was bitten by a rattlesnakt 
having four rattles. No anti- 
venom serum was.available and 
the child had to be removed to 
a distant hospital for treatment. 

The emergency care for snake 
bites has been given recently by 
the physicians of the United 
States Army, who see a large 
number of cases in the southern 
states. The chief hazard abou: 
snakes is walking or reaching for 
an object in the immediate vic- 
inity of a snake without noticing 
its precence.
